Pleaw find my »-h«* k enclose*! for llo.oo for. the Miners' Relief Fund. 
I heartily concur In your opening the column* of the American Appeal 
for the relief of the striking miners and their sufferltte. starving wive* 
anil little one* In the anthracite Infernal region*. Realizing as I do 
the supreme necessity for relief In that thrlce-strlcken district I regret 
not being able to draw a Rockefeller check lnttead of the paltry oue 
IncloMed. 

It is true that our own condition «ln<e the war has been precarious 
anil that funds bare teen scant indee«| in our party and In the pockets 
of our members, but we can and we must ".hare our substance, meager 
iia It i>, with the victims of that monstrous monopoly which ban bowels 
of bra**, a .heart of granite, and no conscience at all. 

Tbe strikers In the anthracite have been making: a brave light under 
desperate conditions during the last four months. The owmrs of 
the mine*, who rule with the Iron heel, are determined to starve their 
*!ave*' luto submission and destroy their union or reduce It to 
Impofency, 

For nearly thr»-*quarters of a century the miner* in the anthracites 
have l>een striking, oft tiroes with their families vermin*- on starvation, 
but their condition remains sub-tantially the same. 

It Is appalling to think of the utter servile state, not only of the 
miners, but of the people generally in tbe domain of King Anthracite. 
1 have been there often enough to know to what extent tbe people 
have been bullied, browbeaten and intimidated in an uttempt to reduce 
them to slavish senility by that vampire of the nether regions. 

There axe few exception* to this rule and the*e for g«K>d and suffi- 
cient reasons are in favor with the industrial tyrant* who bold the 
anthratite region in their gree«!y and pitiless tentacles. The common 
herd go about In turn shoes ac<! talk in whi-pers. ftuslness men. 
professional men. banker*. lawyer*. pr*a« hers. tea« hers, all are anthra- 
cite underling-*. To even whi.«»p»-r against the brutal boast's i» t«» com- 
mit suiiid* Of four-* the Americas Legion, the Klu Klux. the 
Kiwanis. tbe Rotarians. et«\. are all dnly collared by anthracite and 
unflinchingly loyal to their Mole*, a Mvti r. 

It is to be fcop«*d that tbe miners now- striking and starting In 
that region will at la#t rvalue that voting the Republican ticket, or 
tie Democratic ticket either, for that matter, will keep them exactly 
where iht-y are.

RUht on top of this stnkin? development c^mes another news dispatch, 
of almost e^ual importance John Steele, a London correspondent for Amer- 
ican capitalist De»»papen. rejor* frora London that. 

"The miners' plan for saving the coal Industry was presented to the 
coal commission today by R. H. Tawney. famous economist, who is one of 
the leaders of the Labor Party. It is in one word, nationalisation, but Mr. 
Tawney presented an elaborate scheme far the reorganixation of the whole 
British power production. 

-The coal Industry, he said, would beebme one unit for the production 
of fuel, manufacturing electrical energy, coke smokeless fuel, gas oil* and 
other by-products, and should be nationally owned. 

W*.ir>% 1">r Acqairing Mines 
-Mr Tawnev advocated tbe I?sue of coal Industry bonds for tbo pur- 
pose of buyin? out tbe owners, and said the royalties alao should be tho 
I property of the nation. ... . .v- 

I "Mr Tawney proposed the setting up of four bodies to manage the 
I national industries. Tbe first would be a *ower and transport commission 
' consisting of MX « P ert» »«, manage the electrical development and to supply 
cheap pow r on a bic seal.-. The second would be a national coal and power 
production council, which he compared with a board of directors consist ng 
of twelve cho*en for their expert knowledge of the various branches of tho 
business Their duty would b« to secure the most efficient methods of 
producing and consuming coal. The third would be a consumers' council, 
representing all the consuming interests, to consider transport and distribu- 
tion and aid lu filing wages. The fourth would bo a coal export commission 
to handle the export trade." 

Swinging to Labors Plana 
An Interesting phase of this situation Is that while the capitalists are 
being forced "by necessity to accept public ownership as inevitable, Labor s 
plans of democratic p iblic ownership take the front of the stage backed by tho 
powerful British Labor Party, a Socialist organization second In strength 
among the political parties of Great Britain and rapidly becoming first. 
Same Developments in America. 
While thepe things were happening in England. America, forced by the 
obdurato portion of th* coal combine In reusing to reach any agreement 
with tho United Mine Workers' Union, to fare a most alarming situation In 
the dead of winter, la moving both state and nationally In the direction of 
public control and ownership. On January 13 tho Pennsylvania h-lslatu/e 
tnet In extra session to consider the coal situation and faced as Its s.-cla 
work tho consideration of measures designed to place tho anthracite coal 
Industry under state control represented In tho public service commission 
of Pennsylvania. At the same time, a bill was being Introduced by Repre- 
sent Uive Boy lao of New York In th.: low, r branch of the national legislature 
ln Washing giving the President power to lake over and operate the 
anthracite mines during emergency periods. 



Under the guise of drafting wealth as well as. men during time of war. 
a very popular proposal with the majority of Americans, the stage is being 
set to put through one of the most sinister and dangerous pieces of legis- 
lation that this country hits ever faced. 

Tho so-called Capper-Johnson bill proposes to clothe the Prenldent of the 
United States, the War Department and the military staff with powers In 
the event of war. never contemplated before under the American theory of 
government, and which would result in a dictatorship as highly centralized 
In ono or a few persons as the despotism of .Mu*<*ollni. 

The Capper-Johnson bill provides that in the event of war the President 
is authorised to cell out such portion of tho unorganized militia as ho aees 
fit without exempt ons on account of industrial occupation. 

Everybody to Be Orafted 

Inasmuch as tho unorganized militia as now constituted by law consists 
of all able bodied male citizens between tbe ages of eighteen and forty five, 
the President would have power to draft pra« tically all the able bodied male 
citizens capable of fighting without any specific act of Congress. 

This extraordinary measure further provides that the President shall 
be empowered to -determine and proclaim the material resources. INDUS- 
TRIAL ORGANIZATIONS AND SERVICES over whiib government coutrol is 
necessary to successful termination of such emergency and mich control shall ^ 
be exercised by him through agencies then existing OR WHICH HE MAY j 
CREATE KOR SUCH PURPOSES." j 

In other words, the President would have power to establish his direct 
dictatorial control over such INDUSTRIAL ORGANIZATIONS as labor unions I 
and co-operatives, and such SERVICES as employed labor in any capacity J 
and would be clothed with the Ugal power to control such organizations or 
stTvites of producers through any agencies be might choose to create. 
Labor Would Be Enslaved 

LABOR WOULD CEASE TO EXIST AS A FREE OR SELF-GOVERNING 
FACTOR THE MOMENT WAR WAS DECLARED. IF THE PRESIDENT SO 
CHOSE. 

The President Is further authorized "to tak* such steps as may be 
nerrnsarv TO STABILIZE PRICES OF SERVICES and of all commodities 
dei-land* to »'« essential. WHETHER SUCH SERVICES OR COMMODITIES 
ARE REQUIRED BY THE GOVERNMENT OR BY THE CIVILIAN POP- 
ULATION." 

This means that In caste of war the President COULD DETERMINE 
WHATEVER WAGES LABOR SHOULD RECEIVE IN ANY EMPLOYMENT j 
ANYWHERE IN THE UNITED STATES. 

Nothing but tho pretense that capital, und' r this bill, is to rereive the 
same kind of treatment as labor-is to be draft'*!, commandeered, and used, j 



like labor, to win the war— would have permitted this atrocious measure to 
get as fur as R has. 

Exploiting Socialist Slogans 

A PROPAGANDA FIRST ADVOCATED BY THE SOCIALISTS AND 
LATER TAKEN UP AND PUSHED BY VARIOUS OTHER PROGRESSIVE 
CLEMENTS- -THE DRAFTING OF WEALTH IN TIME OF WAR— IS BEING 
DELIBERATELY EXPLOITED TO BRING ABOUT A MILITARY ENACT- 
MENT THAT MIGHT EASILY MEAN THE END OF THE AMERICAN 
REPUBLIC. 

Even now, before the measure has been voted on, the partiality of a 
capitalist government toward wealth In contrast to labor Is beginning to crop 
out Arthur Sears Henning writes from Washington for the capitalist papers: 

Soft Toward Capital 

"The bill is the outgrowth of the demand by the late President Harding 
In his inauguration address for legislation to conscript wealth as well as men 
in time of war. . . . The more the matter was studied, however, the 
more it became apparent that what was desired is NOT THE CONSCRIP- 
TION OF WEALTH, NOT THE TAKING OF PROPERTY, but the control of 
resources by the government to insure their most effective use in the war 
effort without profiteering by the Individual. HENCE THE TERM DRAFT- 
ING MATERIAL WEALTH' EMPLOYEO IN AN EARLIER BILL WAS 
DROPPED AND CONTROL* SUBSTITUTED." 

Anyone with the faintest knowledge of the operations of governmental 
under capitalism can visualize how a capitalistic presidenti;«l tool invested 
with the powers of an absolute dictator in time of war would treat labor in 
comparison with capital. 

The Danger of the Hour 

The danger of the hour throughout the world in the present tendency of 
capitalist government to use crises or emergencies to set up dictatorships. 
Six dictatorships have teen set up in this way throughout the world in tho 
l:isf few years. None of tbe*e have receded. ALL HAVE DESTROYED 
DEMOCRACY AND ENSLAVED THE WORKERS. THEY ARE BANDING 
TOGETHER THROUGHOUT THE WORLD TO CRUSH LABOR. WAR HAS 
BECOME THE UNIVERSAL EXCUSE TO ESTABLISH DICTATORSHIPS. 
AND EVEN AN UNIMPORTANT WAR -A WAR WITH LITTLE. WEAK 
MEXICO. MIGHT BE USED AS AN EXCU.SE BY ORGANIZED WEALTH 
TO CENTRALIZE THE MILITARY POWER IN ITS HANDS AND MAKE 
ITS DICTATORSHIP PERMANENT.

Vast Growth of Socialism Among 

American Churches Alarms Writer 



The tremendoca growth of Socialism among the churches of America, 
brought strikingly to public notice by the recent Interdenominational Stu- 
dent Conference t| the Church and the Social Order at Evanston. Illinois, 
has thc.-ouchly alarmed Margnret C. Robinson, a writer tor capltalUJJ. who 
presents many facta regarding this growth ia th« January 9 number of The 
Dearborn Indepeadent. Il. nry Ford s magazine. |q an article entitled "Amer- 
ican Pulpit Captured by Radicals." 

While this article Is bitterly hostile and unfair and Is palpably an attempt 
.to Infiain.? the public agaln.tt Socialism. th« statements made concerning the 
extent to which Socialist Ideas have rpread among the clergy of many 
denomination* in recent years are nir>«t interest. ng. 

"Socialism in the churches.* says this writer, "has grown with 
amazing rapidity in recent years. A few energetic radicals early in- 
trenched themselves in lead-ng theological seminaries, where their 
influence on the students has been felt later in hundreds of churches 
throughout the country." 

Capitalists Quit Churches 
Aft ••T this admission, the wrlt.-r be-ins to »;>i:i pol-on. She continues: 
• Many congregations have grown re-tle^s under the radical pn aching 
to whuh they aro forced to listen un!e-«* tfcey cut themsche* looso from 
churc h aviations. A surprising number of r- rsens. both men and women, 
of fin- cbaraiter and intellect, haw toll me that they have stopped going to 
church L« < .»•!-.• they could not accept Su< lali-aa iu the pulpit." 

After illustrating this horrible examph; cf capitalists quitting their 
churrhts rather than listen to Socialism. th« writer draws this d;«nnctton: 
"Many of these clergymen claim to be Socialists, but not Com- 
munists, not realizing that the two are identical In aim." 
Sh«« avoids czplalnlng the aim. Continuing the account of tho spread of 
Socialism in the churches, she says: 

"Few persons realize how far this propaganda has spread, not 
only in the churches, but in the Y. W. C. A., the Y. M. C. A. and 
other supposedly religious organizations." 

She then qiiote^ a report written by Rev. A. L- Byron Curtis, national 
secretary of the Church Socialist -League, which is taade up of members of 
tbe Episcopal church, as follows: 

Christian Socialist Fellowship. 

"Tho dbtlnct advance of Socialist Kentiaeut and movement among the 
church people of America was coincident with the spread of Socialism be- 



yond the group* of tbe foreign-bora. At the national convention of the 
Socialist party in Chicago In 1^)2. there wero among the regrilar delegates 
a number of clergy and lay officials of different churches. Since that date 
two CnrtHHan Socialist w*»*j^at»o«s bar© bven fermed and are co» t<-rr 
active, with the avowed purpose of extending the principles of Socialism 
among the church people of America. Tbe first and largest of thes-j is the 
Christian Socialist Fellowship, an interdenominational organization with Its 
headquarters In Chicago. It was organized in Louisville. Kentucky, in June. 
lt'OC. It ha* more than fifty branches and a laree proportion of its men*, 
bers are allied with the Socialist movement and Party. It holds annual and 
frequent district conferences. Through its general office and local centers 
Socialist sermons and lectures have been delivered in thousands of churches. 
Millions of copies of the official paper of the Fellowship have been circulated 
to preachers, teachers and social workers. Churches and Y. M. C. A.'s and 
colleges are opened to the message of Socialism as put forth by the 
Fellowship. 

Church Socialist League 

"In 1911 the Church Socialist L»ague in America was organized by a 
few clergy and lay people in the Episcopal church. For *ome ..ears thero 
had been a 8troc« and very prcnount-^d Socialist leaeue in England. In spite 
of the conservatism of the Episcopal church and its member?, that church 
has officially adopt-d radical and even revolutionary resolutions, and the 
influent-- of the Church Socialist League is discernible as giving color to 
th»m. A consid-rable share of tbe clergy are tinctured with Socialism. With 
but 6,<W> clergy, several hundred ar.* avo*> d Socialists and nearly one hun- 
dred are members of me Socialist Party. The League is able to present tho 
pa.-i.lkl demands of militant Socialism to this Communion as no other 
society can. Rev. A. L. Pyron-Curtis is the national secretary and the official 
organ- la a quarterly. The Social Preparation,, liia -official a4dr«« -of both 
Lcinc llica. New York." 

The activity of these organizations and others, such as the Leasme for 
Industrial Democracy, no doubt account for the overwhelming indorsement 
of the position of Socialists toward th" existing social order by 9c0 students 
representing twenty Christian denominations from 176 coll"Ko* throughout 
tbo Cnited States at Kvanston. THE FINEST IDEALISM AND HIGHEST 
THOUGHT AMONG TRULY RELIGIOUS PEOPLE IN AMERICA IS AT 
LAST IN NATION WIDE REVOLT AGAINST THE MORALLY AND SPIR-

is warranted." 

Four bhort years ago Wurren T. McCray was Governor of Indiana while 
the writer of this article was an imprisoned convict in the federal peniten- 
tiary at Atlanta. 

It was at this time that Governor McCray was glorified as the great 
American patriot. In addressing a meeting of tbe American Legion at In- 
dianapolis, tho capital of the state, he Bald: 

"It is a matter of ahame to me aa Governor and a disgrace to the 

state that the one arch-traitor in America has his home In Indiana." 

The patriotic Governor had reference of course to tbo convicted traitor. 
Debs. 

Governor Incites Mob 

A motion was then made that when the state convention of the Legion 
mot at Terro Haute a few weeks later, the members of tho Legion march in * 
body pant tho home of Debs and shout ♦•Traitor"! 

Tho motion waa carried with a hurrah and Governor McCray arose to 
cay that ho heartily commendod the action and that it was fitting and proper 
that the American Legion should administer such a rebuke and teach the 
• trultor" a losson he would never forget, and that he hlraaolt would lead the 
marching patriots. 

In • word, Governor McCray, now a convicted robber, who was 

sworn to uphold the law and to preserve order, deliberately Incited 

the soldiers at the state capital to mob and Inferentlally assault and 

possibly lynch Debs who had br*n released from prison against the 

violent protest of McCray snd his Legion of lackeys. 

Lauded as a Patriot 

When the paperg reported Governor McCray's Incendiary speech Inciting 
to lawlessness and crime, the writer wrote him a letter asking If he had been 
correctly quoted and the answer was ia tho affirmative. 

For tills supremely heroic speech Governor McCray was lauded as a 
great American patriot, an Inspiring example for the youth of the nation. 



w hile- Debs the despicable traitor was held up for universal execration. 

In the moral order of things patriots and traitors sometimes exchange 
places and honors. 

It so happened that while Governor McCray was enacting the role of 
Patriot In-Chief of tho United States and winning the vociferous plaudits of 
the Rabbitt9, morons and spineless underlings, he was at the same time 
fleecing, plucking and skinning the suckers in a dozen different states. Being; 
Governor and T.ank President disarmed all suspicion and enabled him to ply 
his plunder and roooery with a free hand and a patriotic conscience. 
Convicted of Huge Swindles 

After a sensational trial the great Indiana patriot and one hundred per 
cent American was convicted and sentenced .to servo a term of ten years in 
the federal penitentiary In Georgia. Soon after entering there he very prop- 
erly became tho teacher of a Sunday school class, led in prayer, and incul- 
cated ia the minds of the youth in prison tbe lofty principles of American 
patriotism. 

Now comes the report, after he has but fairly started to servo his sen- 
tence, that his health is failing, and that he is begging for clemency that his 
health may be restored. The great patriot has become very meek and peni- 
tent as a convict, humbly begging that mercy be shown him. 

Let McCray Be Pardoned 

Tho health of the convicted traitor and felon. Debs, also failed, but ho 
would have died In his cell a thousand times before ho would have asked for 
clemency. That Is one of the differences between a supremo American patriot 
and an arch American traitor. 

Now let it bo said at onco that the writer is not opposed to the release 
of Warreu T. McCray from that fede ral hell hole at Atlantn. notwithstanding 
McCray did all In his power to keep the writer thero and have him rot and 
die there like a felon. 

On tho contrary, the writer favors the granting of bis petition and would, 
had ho the power, open the prison door and set him free. The writer is not 
of the vindictive tribe who seek retaliation and there would be not tho 
slightest satisfaction to him in seeing the convicted Governor die In a felon's 
cell.

Thore is Just one objection the writer has to this proceeding and that la

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Monopolies Become All-Power ful 

As Anti-Trust Laws Break Down

Washington.— If refusal, or inability, to enforce a law 1h sufficient Justl 
•cation lor the r-tK>:»l of a law. as l« cout*. nded by those who proilalm the 
failure of the VoUtead Act. one of the- laws tint could well pass Into oblivion 
-—that ha». In fact, broom* a dead letter years ago- Is the Sherman Aatl* 
Trust Acl. which was originally d« signed to prevent the growth of monopoly 
because of it* restraint of commerce. 

That, at least. Is the private opinion of those who are charged with the 
•nforeement of the anti trust laws in the Department of Justice. If they 
do not say so publicly It is partly because the appropriations for that purpose 
would cease to flow, and mainly because it would destroy the illusion that 
many still have that the power of monopoly can and will be destroyed. 

There Is nothing startling about th- government's inabi'ity to enforce the 
anti trust laws. Recent decisions of the United States Supreme Court. par- 
ttcutarty in the Maple Flooring case, have confirmed what students of eco- 
nomic development, and particularly Socialists, have contended from the 
v«ry beginning of the campaign to bust the trusts: that the law of economic 
development, which tends to substitute combination and cooperation in 
Industry in place of competition, cannot be halted by leg-s'ation any more 
than the morala of a people can be changed by the enactment of restrictive 
legislation. 

Anti-Trust Action a Farce 

The Anti-Trust division of the Department v.f Jt'-flee is at work on a 
numb r of other cases, tbv most im\ ortr.nt of which Is that brought by the 
government against several hundred furniture rr.anufactur. r<. let It is t»retty 
generally n.r. cd. d that In \U w of the jvc* ri deci.-iot ;s of, lb- Supremo Court 
It Is usi-lc* to hope that the antitrust la*s will b<- cufor. . d. What they 
see are only th* decisions of the court, and as lawyers who l\ivc worked, 
aorae of th rn with lonsiderahlo earnestness, upon cases t:.a they think 
should hate justif.-d a d«cision in favor of the Overnm* r.\ th. y resent 
lnnartMy th** i« t r of the court.

Th. re are fti'l s..m«» clamoring for an investigation of certain trusts, 
notably the Mr< nil Tru t. which the Trocresxive members of Conicrcr.a de- 
nounce. I^tbor urgunization^ are writing to members of Congress urcinp i 
them to vote for a resolution to investigate the Bread Trust. Hut if the 
investigation is allowrd--and it may rot and If the inv»stlsntion dls- j 
closes what everyone practically Knows without investigation, namely, that j 
u brand n* w trust has U« en born; and if. further, the disclosure should result : 
in the cn.t< tmcnt <*f legislation airainst it. whi<h is quite improbable; if these ' 
ar.d a dozen other intermedia' e st.-i-s should be taken before tho qu»-*tlon is , 
tluntty brought to th- Supreme Court, it is as certain as anything can be, , 
that the trust will be found not to be unreasonable, or if found to be unrea 
scnable, the court will decree that its constituent corporations should keep 
separate sets of books. 

Trust regulation hes not fared mu< h better than trust busting. The 
trusts long ago decided that an <• ince of (>r-v»-ntion was worth a pound of 
cure. By getting I'rt-«tdent Coolidae into t«ffl«e. where ho can appoint tie; 
reKulat'irs -the Kvtleral TfUde Commission - they got not an nunn- bat a 
pound of pre -ntion. And by g«-tti.j< ih<- m«n they dhj on the Supr.nie 
Court bench, they got not a pout>d 1 ut a ton <»f «ure. So they are not even 
In dancr of embarrassment- and emb^rras~m<-nt ia all that could Lave ev. r ■ 
been caused by the anti-trust laws. j

LETTER III. 

My dear Judd: 

How does It happen that. In this 
our land of liberty and prosperity, the 
ri. h are growing richer and the poor 
poorer? 

When you talk about the matter

how yon look at it. from the Inside 
or the outside. If you look from the 
outride, you see economic processes; 
but if you look from the Inside, you

diy; sod wclth Is distributed by 
th- actions of m-n -you also do that 
every day. If men. in the course of 
the;r dealings, have made a h»-U on 
earth, it has liwn because t!.t y Hr«t 
had a hell in their h»-art«: and if they 
are to make a paradise on, earth, they 
flr>t have to chance their hearts, and 
th< n no economic laws will sts.nd In 
their w ay. 

Fir-t among the "actions of men" 
wM.h have made poverty in America. 
I list our tanking *mMh: thit Is to 
.«jy. the way m<-n have behaved and 
are behaving with r»c.xrd to money 
This banking system has been con- 
*trueted. Just as artiflciallv as n house 
is con-frmted. and its plan can be 
dimmed up in one phrase: to enable 
iho«e who already have money to get 
as mu«h more as possible. Many 
t^inrs about the system may seem 
<omp!'cafed. but. if yon unler^tand 
that basic idea, you will never b» 
fool.-d. 

Our Money System. 

One man raises erain. and another 
saws lumber.

It took a generation of agitation to 
place upon the statute books the first | 
income tax law. The Supreme Court 
declared it unconstitutional. It took 
another Generation to fashion an act 
ufflciently bomb proof to escape the 
obj.-ction of the opponents advanced 
throutfh their Idealists on the grounds 
.f constitutionality. 

It is axiomatic that payment of 
taxes is generally resisted. It is al- 
ways resisted by those who profit 
most from the agencies supported by 
taxes. 

The richest aad the most powerful 
make the most o»e of government 
functions and government agencies. 
They are Its favorite children. As &i 
matter of fart, governments are the 
servants of the powerful, be that group 
large or small. 

Products Pay the Taxes. 

Taxes may be paid ostensibly by the 
rich. In truth, taxes are a part of the 
products of labor, so that the produc- 
ing classes axe at all times the tax- 
payers. 

The idler, being unproductive, does 
aot contribute to the maintenance of 
government, even though ho pays 
tax« s. When he does pay. he only 
gives a part of what someone else has 
earned. 

Melton's False CUIo.*. 
The President, reflecting In his ut- 
terances the optnlon of Mr. Mellon, 
says. In effect, that the Incorao tax 
must bo reduced because the nation's 
revenue la greater than Its expendi- 
ture. 

Under the law of 1921 a reduction 
was effected of about $300,000,000 In 
the Income tax.

William Pitt, Ring Master 

The master class of Kurope was led 
by a muster urganiter. an Kriglishman, 
William Pitt. who. as Prime Minister, 
was at that time head of the British 
Buipire.

An Iron Ring for England

country, at any time, anywhere, and 
must take full und fraternal account 
of the- difficulties thut arc inevitable 
when the proletariat of any given 
country, standing alone, throws down 
Its capitalist government. Without an 
International workers' understanding 
thru a vigorously developed Interna- 
tional movement, tho iron ring Is in- 
evitable.- and then and therefore the 
first business of a national revolution- 
ary movement becomes, of necessity, 
the saving of that revolution as sgainst 
the Inevitable Iron ring of despotism 
thrown sround it to defeat it.

These taxes becorao part of the 
fixed charges on my plant In company 
with Insurance, depreciation and In- 
terest. When I aell overalls to th* re- 
taller, the overheads, Including taxes, 
are pn{ on tho price and when the re- 
taller sells them to you, you pay your 
part of the taxes on my factory. In 
other words, you pay mo taxes and I 
take the glory of being a leading tax 
payer.
